Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Strafford: 


The policy of the School Board to make some per- 
manent improvements on the school buildings each 
year shows good business judgment. Last summer 
the Whittier and Pinehurst schoolhouses were redec- 
orated, making them lighter and more attractive. The 
heater jacket used at the Whittier school has been very 
satisfactory. It makes it possible to have a uniform 
temperature throughout the entire school room so the 
pupils in the back of the room are just as warm as the 
ones near the stove. A new heater jacket has just 
been installed at the Winkley school. 

Last year we were fortunate in having six resi- 
dent teachers out of the seven employed. This year 
it seemed best to open the Winkley school so we now 
have eight teachers, six of whom are resident. 

We should encourage our local high school grad- 
uates to go to normal school if they are adapted to 
teaching, and employ them in our local schools when 
they are qualified. The resident teacher will usually 
remain for a longer period of service, which is desir- 
able, as a constant changing of teachers does not make 
for efficiency in school work. 


The per cent. of attendance at the schools last year 
is included here for your study:

In the schools having the best attendance the ab- 
sences were due in the main to sickness. In the two 
schools having the poorest attendance the most of the 
absences were due to indifference on the part of par- 
ents and guardians. It is to be regretted that some 
citizens do not appreciate the opportunity afforded 
their children. Strafford spends over eleven thousand 
dollars per year in order that every boy and gir] in the 
town may have the privilege of a free education, and 
yet some people deliberately keep their children out of 
school when it is unnecessary. It is the desire of 
school officials that all parents give this matter serious 
consideration and encourage their children to be pres- 
ent at school every day that school is in session. 

Last year the total number of visits made to the 
Strafford schools by the superintendent was 144 and 
by citizens of the town 208. 

I appreciate very much the cordial spirit of co- 
operation. which exists between the school officers and 
the superintendent.
